2017 — Regulations for cultivation and
delivery-only developed: work starts on adult
use regulations



Cannabis in Berkeley

6 dispensaries approved (3 active)
4 manufacturing businesses
2 testing labs

10-15 residential collectives

Complex process for staff and applicants
Unnecessary requirements (competency test)

Linked applicant to site
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Manufacturing/R&D/Testing

Edibles, concentrates, lotions

Treated like any other
